FIRST GAS WELL 


In In dian a was in Delaware 


Cou n ty . 


The first gas w ell in In dian a w as 
drilled a t E aton , ten m iles n orth of 
M u n cie, in D elew are cou n ty . 
It was 
shot Septem ber 16th, 1886. 
A ple n ti­ 
fu l su pply of gas was fou n d an d the 
w ell con tin u ed to flow u n til three or 
fou r y ears ago. 
The discov ery of gas a t E aton was 
a b it of acciden t. 
Alon g in civ il w ar 
tim es a party of F t. W ay n e capitalists 
had attem pted to fin d coal there. 
A 
drill was sen t dow n an d w hile n o coal 
was fou n d, a fou l sm ellin g gas was 
en cou n tered. 
In disgu st the specu la­ 
tors aban don ed the field. 
The odorou s gas con tin u ed to issu e 
from the hole, an d fin ally drew the a t­ 
ten tion of an oil operator w ho had 
v isited the gas w ells n ear F in dlay , 
Ohio. 
He n oticed a sim ilarity in the 
odors of the tw o gases. 
An in v estiga­ 
tion was m ade ; the plu g of the aban d 
on ed drill pipe was dra w n ; the w ell 
was shot an d In dian a’s boom career 
was * lau n ched. 
N u m erou s 
as the 
shocks of a corn field, derricks w ere 
erected all ov er the state. 
H u n dreds 
of 
com pan ies secu red charters 
an d 
leasses an d comm en ced 
to operate. 
Soon the belt wTas located an d then 
the work of dev elopm en t was pu shed 
w ith all possible speed. 
U n til the discov ery of gas the te rri­ 
tory w here it abou n ded was largely 
a g ricu ltu ral. 
Aside from a few flou r­ 
in g an d saw m ills, factories were u n ­ 
kn own . 
As if by m agic, all was 
chan ged 
afte r gas was discov ered. 
F actories spran g u p w ith the rapidity 
of m u shroom s th a t grow in a n ig h t.— 
Ex .

My cou n try has reason to sy m pa­ 
thize with the Ru ssian s, kn owin g the 
ju stice of their policy tow ard the n a 
tiv es of Amu r, where man y Korean s 
labor.**

an ese attacks were decorated with the 
Cross of St. George by Vice Ad m in i 
M akaroff In the presen ce of Gran d 
Du ke Cy ril, cou sin of the em peror. 
Vice Admiral M akaroff’s leadership 
has in spired the men of the fleet with 
the highest con fiden ce an d lov e. 
People arriv in g from Liao Yan g re­ 
port th at the troops are im patien t to 
attack the Japan ese. 
The soldiers say 
they did n ot come east to lie on their 
backs, an d th at it is tim e to march. 
The Nov i Krai su ggests th at n ecessary 
m easu res be taken to prev en t those 
epidem ics which are u su ally the ac­ 
com pan im en t o f war.

Washingto n, April 7.—Argument is 
being heard in the case o f Tho mas 
Walsh, o r James Lynchehaun, invo lv­ 
ing an interpretatio n o f the ex traditio n 
treaty with Great Britain. 
Lynche­ 
haun is an Irishman who , while re­ 
siding o n Achill Island in 1894, made 
a murdero us assault o n his landlady, 
Mrs. Agnes McDo well, and was sen­ 
tenced to impriso nment fo r life. 
Es^ 
caping in 1903, he came to the United 
States. 
When arrested in Indianap­ 
o lis, Ind., he denied his identity, but 
the co urts held that he had no t suc­ 
ceeded in establishing that he was no t 
the man wanted. 
The United States 
co mmissio ner, ho wever, refused the 
man’s ex traditio n o n the gro und that 
the crime was po litical and therefo re 
no t ex traditable under the treaty. 
The questio n befo re the supreme co urt, 
therefo re, deals especially with the 
charade? o f o ffense. 
The case was 
argued fo r Lynchehaun by Ferdinand 
Winter and fo r the British go vernment 
by Charles Fo x . 
Mr. Fo x co ntended 
that the crime was in the nature o f an 
o rdinary assault with intent to kill, 
while Mr. Winter argued that it was 
the result o f resentment against land­ 
lo rdism in general and therefo re po lit­ 
ical.
